Careful or Full of Care? 

Apathy and anxiety are two extremes 
that the Christian worker should avoid. 
Here a nice balance is needed as in 
every other realm of the Christian life. 
Living under grace should not make us 
lazy, nor should the inherent difficulties 
of Christian service tighten our nerves 
to the breaking point. When the Lord 
Jesus mildly and kindly rebuked Mar- 
tha, saying, “Martha, Martha, thou art 
careful and troubled about many things” 
(Luke 10:41), He certainly did not mean 
to teach that neat and careful housework 
Was unnecessary and that a woman 


‘could spend her whole time studying 





the Bible. The previous verse throws 
light on the meaning of the word “care- 
ful” as it is here used, in the King James 


Version written three hundred years 
ago, for there it is recorded that she 
“was cumbered about much serving.” 


(Weymouth translates, “You are anxious 


and worried about a multitude of 
things.”) This feverish anxiety, this 
over-zealousness to do more than was 


really necessary in the preparation of 
the supper just at that time caused Mar- 
tha not only to be “cumbered,” but to 
criticize both the Lord Jesus and her 


sister. There was also self-pity in her 
complaint. Murmurings against the 
Lord’s dealings, censure of others, and 


a rapidly growing sense of how hardly 
we are being used, along with forgetful- 
ness of what sinners we all are, are often 
some of the results of trying to bear 
our burdens alone and do more than even 
the Lord has asked us to do. The next 
record of a meal in that Bethany home 
tells of the visit of the Lord Jesus after 
Lazarus had been raised from the dead, 
and “there they made him a supper; and

Martha served” (John 12:2). There is 
no evidence that her duties this time 


seemed cumbersome to Martha, or that 
she complained about anything. Is it 
not probable that her “spirit of heavi- 
ness” had been exchanged for “the gar- 
ment of praise’ (Isa. 61:3) because she 
had seen Christ’s power in the raising 
of her brother, and her heart was filled 
with thankfulness? It is possible that 
even the supper was better prepared 
this time. The grace of God should not 
make us less conscientious than the un- 
saved, but more so. It should increase 
our efficiency and capacity for work, for 
it teaches us not to be anxious, but to 
go on in the strength of the Lord and 
cast our burdens on Him. A sense of 
God’s infinite love and mercy toward 
us, and also of our accountability to Him, 


ought to make of us cheerful, careful 
workers. Only in this way can that 
paradox of Galatians 6 be resolved: 


“Bear ye ene another’s burdens, and so 


fulfil the law of Christ” (v. 2); “For 
every man shall bear his own burden” 
(v. 5).

is on the same level of purpose and 
authority as was His, “as... so.” Christ 
fulfiiled His commission. Have we ful- 
filled ours? 

Now face this fact at once, that if 
you are not missionary-minded you are 
not living a true Christian life. Christ’s 
passion-purpose should be ours; and we 
know what His was and is. The major- 
ity of Christians are about as ignorant 
as it is possible for them to be of the 
state and need of mankind. What do you 
know of the need of men, and women, 
and children in the isles of the Pacific, 
in Syria, Persia, Afghanistan, Sinkiang, 
Tibet, Mongolia, Manchukuo, Korea, 
Burma, Assam, Malay; not to speak of 
Japan, China, India, Africa, South Amer- 
ica, and Europe? Is the moral and spir- 
itual need of 1,500,000,000 of human 
beings no concern of yours? Is it noth- 
ing to you that, though Christ redeemed 
the world nineteen hundred years ago, 
1,000,000,000 people living today do not 
know it? Most Christians have some 
local church interest, and many are con- 
cerned about the evangelization of their 
city, and, perhaps, are interested in one 
or other of the fields in which their de- 
nomination is working abroad: but c-m- 
paratively few have “the world in their 
heart,” comparatively few are mission- 
ary-minded. 

But how can one become missionary- 
minded? Only by studying the mission- 
ary enterprise in the light of redeeming 
love. The Bible is essentially a missicn- 
ary book. From the time that God told 
Abraham that through his seed all the 
nations of the earth would be blessed, 
to the final vision of the “great multi- 
tude which no man could number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and people, 
and tongues ... that have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the blood 
of the Lamb,” the missionary purpose 
dominates revelation. Our sources of 
knowledge are two: (1) The revealed 
design and the principles, means, and 
progress of the fulfillment of the mis- 
sionary purpose, as these are set forth 
in the Scriptures; and (2) the history 
of this enterprise from the close of the 
apostolic age until now; especially the 
modern missionary movement inaugu- 
rated by William Carey. The literature 
on the subject is vast, but everyone 
should study a good textbook, and read 
regularly a good magazine. As to the 
former, I recommend “The Progress of 
World-Wide Missions,”! by Dr. R. H. 
Glover; and as to the latter, World Do- 
minion 2 (British). Supplementing such, 
will be the missionary literature of one’s 
own denomination, and the rewarding 
literature of missionary biography. 
There is no royal road to the knowledge 
of either God or men; if we would know, 
we must read. Missionary reading is far 
more fascinating and profitable than the

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best fiction, and it serves a purpose be- 
yond mere mental recreation. 

If one would be Christ-minded he 
must be missionary-minded, and one who 
is not this has no justification for call- 
ing himself a disciple of Christ. 


ARE You MISSIONARY-MINDED? 


While it is true that the whole life 
of a Christian should be a ministry, yet 
each one should have some specific bit 
of service on which to concentrate. There 
is health in action, and danger in in- 
activity, so it is most important that the 
young Christian should get quickly into 
some bit of work. What that should 
be it may be difficult to determine, but 
there is such a thing as divine guidance, 

In the field of industry today there is 
employed what is known as vocational 
psychology. This refers to tests that are 
applied in order to discover what the 
individual is and is not fit for, and by 
this means people are kept out of posts 
for which they are not qualified, and 
are directed to what they are best able 
to do. Perhaps only to a limited degree 
can such tests be applied to Christian 
service, but where they can be, they 
should be, for, I am persuaded, there 
are many misfits here. Some are thrust 
into positions of leadership who have no 
qualifications for such a task; some go 
into service in a mission field the lan- 
guage of which they are quite unable 
to learn; some go to a climate to which 
their health is quite unsuited; some go 
into the settled Christian ministry who 
would be far more successful in itiner- 
ant evangelism; some take a Sunday 
school class who are quite unadaptable 
to children; some undertake to organize 
who have not the organizer’s brain or 
instinct: some undertake literary work 
who will never become effective writers, 
and so on indefinitely. 

Far too little attention is paid to the 
matter of the service which one should 
undertake. Too often people are pitch- 
forked into some work by the vote of a 
meeting, into work for which they are 
not fit, and by a vote which was not 
born in prayer; and so, oftentimes, these 
ill-considered undertakings are aban- 
doned on the least provocation. 

Every Christian is qualified for some 
service, and so is called to it, and it 
should be the business of each of us to 
find out what that is, and to do it. The 
five-talented and the two-talented men 
cannot do each other’s jobs, and, too 
often, the one-talented man does not 
think his worth doing. 

Dr. Horace Bushnell wrote these great 
words: “God has a definite life plan 
for every human being; girding him, 
visibly or invisibly, for some exact thing, 
Which it will be the true significance 
and glory of his life to have accom- 
plished.” “Let one once come profoundly 
to believe that, and one’s service will 
become definite and dynamic, whether 
it be at home or abroad, whether it be 
much or little, whether it be public or 
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obscure, whether it be alone or with a 
team, 

Now, this matter of what God would 
have us do, and where He would have 
us do it, will require of us some hard, 
honest thinking. Though for con- 
venience sake they may be necessary, I, 
nevertheless, do not like the expres. 
sions “home” and “abroad” relative to 
missionary work. A missionary is one 
who is sent, whether he be sent across 
the ocean, or only across the street, 
“Missionary” is not a matter of mileage, 
but of obedience. Some people are con-

Notes on Open Letters 
Can Those in Heaven See Us? 


_In one of our pastor’s sermons some 

time ago, he made the remark that his 
father never heard him preach, that 
he had passed on before he had begun 
to preach, but he remarked that he 
can now know of his work and his 
preaching. I talked with him after- 
ward and asked him where he got the 
authority from the Bible for his stzte- 
ment. He qucted Hebrews 12:1, which 
speaks of our being compassed about 
with so great a cloud of witnesses. In 
my study I have understood that that 
verse refers to the heroes of faith 
spoken of in Hebrews 11. Dr. Torrey 
so explains it. 


Now I know in the story of the rich 
man and Lazarus, the rich man was 
given a glimpse from hell of Lazarus 
in Abraham’s bosom. But I doubt if 
this answers the question. Do you 
know of any authority in the Bible 
that one who has gene to Heaven can 
know of any of our doings here? I 
know it is comforting to try to think 
that way, but what is our authority? 
I am asking these questions to better 
help me in my study of the Bible, not 
in any way to boast about it to others. 
—A Maryland reader, 

There is considerable difference of 
opinion among expositors and commen- 
tators on this question. The Scripture 
nowhere clearly states that those in 
Heaven can see us at all times. If they 
could, they could hardly refrain from 
sorrow and tears when they saw the 
troubles and suffering of loved ones on 
earth. It may be that occasionally, by 
special dispensation, God allows those 
who have died to see those on earth, 
as in the case of the rich man and Laz- 
arus; but aside from this account in 
Luke 16, there is little Scripture to sup- 
port this view. 

The following are taken from the writ- 
ings of well-known expositors and 
preachers: 


C. H. Spurgeon. “Before we start, 
with a wave of the hand the apostle 
directs us to the spectators who throng 
the sides of the course. There were 
always such at those races: each city and 
state yielded its contingent, and the as- 
sembled throng watched with eager eye 
the efforts of those who strove for the

settlement in Palestine, and the 
marvelous fighting forces which they 
supplied. Without these two contribu- 
tions, our victory might have been frus- 
trated: but God arranged for the Jews 
to be back and settle there in time to 
offer their contribution. 

The land was a desert until Jewish 
enterprise, with God’s help, made it 
blossom as a rose. The Arabs did noth- 
ing for us during the late war, while 
the Jewish brigades guarded the Suez 
Canal and fought side by side with our 
Even Egypt had no interest

own troops. 
in us. 

Before January 1, 1940, 140,000 young 
Jews offered to fight against Hitlerism. 
Rabbi Gittelson of New York City, 
speaking over the air on December 12, 
1948, said: “The Grand Mufti was paid 
$30,000 a year by Hitler, and on the air 
the former continually called on the 
Arab world to fight against the demo- 
cratic powers, and aid in the success of 
Nazi warfare.” Then he also said: “Not 
an Arab country lifted up its finger to 
aid the Allies. Even Egypt did not when 
its country was being invaded by the 
Nazis.” It is believed that the Grand 
Mufti was the one who plotted to as- 
sassinate King Abdullah of Trans-Jor- 
dan. 

The Arabs welcomed the German 
propaganda, which encouraged them to 
show an anti-British spirit and to side 
with the Axis. Britain then was the 
mandatory power. The Jews fighting 
with the Allies were ever dependable, 
and they never failed to show the great- 
est foresight and skill. This angered the 
Arabs, though the Jews had been very 
fair in their dealings with them. The 
Arabs also claim that, as they had held 
Palestine for so many years, it was 
theirs by right. The Turks took it back 
from Egypt only in 1840, after the latter 
had held it for some years. So the Arabs 
have had undisputed possession only 
since that date. They were defeated 
in the first World War and have nct 
possessed it since; so why should they 
claim it now? 


The Jews’ Title to the Land 
The people of Israel were given that 
land by God; and every Bible bears the 
title deed giving them clear right to its 
possession. They have been coming in 
droves since 1921; and the Allies prom- 
ised them a hcmeland in Palestine as a 
reward for their help in the first World 
War. Their great assistance in the sec- 
ond World War confirmed their right to 
a home there. 
It was a great thrill in 1917 to read

that Jerusalem had been freed; but it 
was almost an equal thrill when a Jew- 
ish government was formed in 1948 and 
named “Israel.” The United States, Great 
Britain, and other countries quickly 
recognized this government 

The leaders of Israel soon concluded 
an armistice with each of the surround- 
ing countries. Though all had refused 
even to consider recognizing the new 
Jewish state, Egypt was the first to de- 
cide on the ccnditions of the general 


armistice. She was followed by Leba- 
non, Syria, and Jordan. To Dr. Ralph 
J. Bunche (American), acting United 


Nations mediator, must go a great deal 
of the credit for the amicable spirit 
shown by Israel and the Arab countries. 
Israel very willingly gave up fourteen 
villages taken frcm Lebanon during the 
warfare, and other concessions were 
made by both sides. 

It was a great benefit to have a gov- 
ernment of Israel that had the authority 
to decide territorial and other matters. 

The first general election took place 
in January, 1950, when David Ben 
Gurion’s moderate Sccialist Mapai Party 
secured 44 of the 120 seats in the con- 
stituent assembly. It is fascinating to 
note that this first general election in 
2,000 years tabulated 420,027 voters. 

Russia had been conspiring in this 
election to secure influence, but the Rus- 
sian sympathizers were found to be in 
the minority. In February, 1950, Dr. 
Chaim Weizmann — the 74-year-old for- 
mer president cf the Provisional Govern- 
ment since May, 1948, when Britain gave 
up the mandate — was chosen president 
of Israel by a vote of 83 to 15. This 
great man, who was instrumental in 
saving the Allies in the first World War, 
and through whom the Balfour Declara- 
tion was pledged, is a pro-westerner and 
an outspoken anti-Russian. He appointed 
David Ben Gurion provisional Prime 
Minister and asked him to form a gov- 
ernment. He did so by appointing a 
four-party moderate labor cabinet of 
twelve members in the month of March, 
and he was given a vote of confidence 
by a majority of 73 to 45. So he became 
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Prime Minister and Defense Minister. 
Another election is to take place in 1953 
There has arisen friction in the Cabinet 
because of the undue pressure of the 
Orthodox Party, and in the municipal 
elections held in November, 1950, in 13 
towns and 30 villages, the Premier's 
party lost heavily to the Rightists. The 
Communistie influence remained 
nificant. This has definite implications. 

The proposed constitution, which con- 
tains 78 articles, can truly be designated 
as the most complete and magnificent 
democratic document that could be 
formulated. In its preamble it gives 
thanks to God for deliverance from exile 
and for bringing the Jews back to thei 
ancient land. It resolved to rebuild in 
accordance with the ideals of peace and 
righteousness set forth by the prophets 
of Israel; to welcome every Jew who 
seeks entry; and to protect all those 
within its gates. The Orthodox Jews op- 
pose a written constitution, as they feel 
that it would replace the Torah 

When the United Nations decided to 
force internationalization of 
— through the influence of the Vatican 
—Israel instantly removed its seat of 
government from Tel Aviv to the new 
section of Jerusalem and named it their 
capital. The Trans-Jordanian govern- 
ment also refused to agree to this United 
Nations’ move. Jerusalem is the natural 
capital of Israel; also it is the God-given 
capital. No wonder that Satan moves 
nations in an endeavor to defeat the 
carrying out of God's plans But ow 
Lord is still on the throne and such 
sinister actions can only end in failure

Three Scriptures That Prophesy Return 

Is it not wonderful to live in this day 
when God’s Word is being so gloriously 
fulfilled? Let us look at three of the 
many Scriptures prophesying Israel's re 
turn. Ezekiel 37 describes the vision of 
the valley of dry bones. In verse 2] is 
this explanation: “Thus saith the Lord 
God: Behold, I will take the children 
of Israel from among the _ heather 
whither they be gone, and will gathe 
them on every side, and bring them into 
their own land.” Isaiah 11:11, 12 states 
that the Lord will gather them the sec- 
ond time “from the four corners of the 
earth.” Isaiah 43:5, 6 also reveals that 
the Lord will bring Israel’s seed fron 
the east, the west, the north, and the 
south, 

Today the Jewish return is certainly 
gathering momentum. As I have already 
stated, there are over one million Jews 
in Palestine today. Of course, already 
rationing is being intensified, but the 
Jews will put up with it because they 
are back home. Much money will be 
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needed in these critical days, and the 
United States Export-Import Bank 
granted a loan last January of one hun- 
dred million dollars to purchase United 
States materials. 

Sixty-eight nations are already repre- 
sented in the returned Jews. The Israeli 
Government is now being tested because 
of the application of a number of black 
Jews, chiefly from Africa. 

It is noteworthy that even friendly 
nations do not guarantee the positive 
support that should be expected of them, 
No “cubt the fact that oil properties are 
in Arab lands has something to do 
with it. 

The Word of God says that Israel will 
go back in unbelief. Instead of trusting 
God, who gave them their richt to the 
land, they will put their faith in the 
superman who will turn traitor. Prob- 
ably the reason why they will do this 
is because Arab opposition and _ inter- 
national jealousies will in that day be 
intensified against them. This will drive 
them to trust a great military leader 
instead of trusting the One who led them 
throuch the Wilderness. 

Though Russia cannot come against 
Palestine before the end of the Tribula- 
tion period, she is not losing any oppor- 
tunity to strengthen her hold on that 
land. The Russians have been desirous 
of securing the old Czarist rights in Pal- 
estine, but were entirely unsuccessful 
until Britain ended her mandate. Under 
the smoke-screen of the anti-church 
persecutions in the Balkans, the Russian 
patriarch Alexis was sent over by the 
Kremlin. He dispossessed the Archi- 
mandrite Anthony from his custodian- 
ship of the Orthodox churches and mon- 
asteries, worth millions of dollars, and 
took them over in February, 1950, on 
behalf of Russia. Then on February 10 
the Israeli Government made an agree- 
ment with Russia, and she promised to 
supply funds for the carrying on of the 
new Sovietized church in return for 
Russian exports. Alexis’ next move will 
he to try to secure the Church of St. 
Sophia in Istanbul, which is at present 
a national museum, as the patriarchal 
seat. 

Atheistic Russia persecutes other re- 
ligions, and protects this Orthodox 
Church hecause it can be used for state 
purpcses. But the futility of her efforts 
is well illustrated in the following amus- 
ing incident. “A Jew was traveling in 
a railroad train with an- anti-Semitic 
alderman. The anti-Semite tried to vex 
the Jew by forcing upon him a flowery 
discourse upon the merits of the world 
religions. Buddhism he compared to a 
tulip, Islam to a sword lily, Catholicism 
to a rose, Protestantism to a sunflower, 
and so on right through the florist’s list. 
But Judaism, according to him, was a 
thornbush. The Jew submitted to the 
flowery one a sober reflection: ‘Granted 
that all this is as you say. Well. any 
tramp can lie down upon a tulip bed 
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and crush it, anyone can tread a lily 
under foot, but no man can sit down 
upon a thornbush and hurt the bush 
rather than himself.’” 


How true is the Word of God to Abra- 
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him, “And I will bless them that bless 
thee, and curse him that curseth thee: 
and in thee shall all families of the 
earth be blessed” (Gen. 12:3),

X. Counsels for Young Pastors 


The delivery of the message 


HIS article is really a continuation 

of the last one, which dealt with pul- 
pit craft, for, under the latter caption, 
not only must matter and manner be 
considered, but also method. This last 
is of special importance to the young 
preacher, because he is under the neces- 
sity of deciding which of several methods 
he will employ in his ministry of the 
Word. Of these there are, in the main, 
four — one may read, or trust to memory, 
or use notes, or extemporize. If it be 
asked, “Which of these is the right way?” 
let it be plainly said that none of them 
is the right way. The best way for any 
man is that by which he can best accom- 
plish the end he has in view; and, so 
long as minds work in different ways, 
different methods will be adopted. 

Not a little slovenliness of thought and 
expression has, at times, been justified 
by a claim to dependence on the Holy 
Spirit, but I hope we shall recognize 
that such a claim is only pious twaddle. 
We cannot do the work of the Spirit, 
and He will not do our work. 

A young minister, descending the pul- 
pit stairs one Sunday morning, said to 
one of his members, “Do you know that, 
when I go into the pulpit, I never know 
what I am going to say!” Upon which 
the member rejoined, “And, when you 
come out of the pulpit, nobody knows 
what you have said.” The aid of the 
Holy Spirit is needed whatever method 
a man employs, and for any one of the 
methods referred to we can obtain that 
aid. 

I have heard it said that reading is 
not preaching. If that were true, it 
would mean that Thomas Chalmers, F. 
W. Robertson, Alexander Maclaren, and 
J. H. Jowett did not preach, for they 
delivered their messages by reading 
them. But what reading! When preach- 
ing, Dr. Chalmers was not a slave to 
manuscript, nor were those who listened 
to him bored by his method. Exact 
expression of profound thought did not 
dull the imagination nor quench the 
flame of holy passion. 

Many who heard Dr. Jowett did not 
know that he read his sermcns, so con- 
summately was it done. He told Dr. 
Stuart Holden that he spent about six 
weeks on each address, and the result 
is seen in what we have in print of his 
work. Dr. Jowett was an artist, and his 
pulpit craft was the product of great 
pains. He paid laborious attention, not 
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only to the substance of his messages, 
but also to their form. 

Some have been satirical about read 
sermons. When Sydney Smith says: 
“What can be more ludicrous than an 
orator delivering stale indignation and 
fervor of a week old, turning over whole 
pages of violent passions — reading the 
tropes and apcstrophes into which he is 
hurried by the ardor of his mind, and 
so affected at a preconcerted line and 
page that he is unable to proceed any 
further.” This has rightly been char- 
acterized as “more witty than wise, and 
fuller of sound than sense.” 

Of course, there is reading, and read- 
ing. It were far better to stop at home 
and read scmething oneself than to lis- 
ten to some preachers read their ser- 
mons. The goodness of the matter will 
not alone interest and hold an audience. 
“Preaching is truth through personality,” 
and where there is a want of personality, 
you might as well read a bcok. What is 
on a man’s manuscript should still be 
in his heart, and if it is, he will read 
with unction; precision and power will 
go together. The manuscript method has 
certain definite advantages. Writing im- 
proves one’s style, and promotes exact- 
ness and clearness of thought: it also 
secures compactness and balance of 
treatment, and undoubtedly such aid 
brings relief to the mind in delivery. 

Of this method let it at least be said, 
that if one elects to read, let him do it 
well. This will mean severe discipline 
and much practice in private. 

Another methcd of delivery is to de- 
pend on one’s memory. This is more 
exacting than the former, for added to 
all the labor of that, is the task of fixing 
it all in the mind, and, without manu- 
script, of delivering it as written. There 
are few men who can do this for long, 
but some have done it, and with great 
effect. I need only mention the names 
of the late Dr. Alexander Smellie, Dr 
George Morrison, and Dr. W. Y. Fuller- 
ton in evidence of the practicability of 
such a method, without the sacrifice of 
power. I heard Dr. Morrison deliver his 
Moderator’s address on “Revival,” and 
observed that he had no manuscript, 
and on leaving the Assembly Hall I 
found the address was on sale, word for 
word as he had just delivered it, 

I o*ten heard Dr. Smellie, and always 
he talked literature. He had a wonder- 
fully chaste style, and his messages were 
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rich in quotation. Once, when staying 
with him in the manse at Carluke, he 
showed me some of his manuscripts, 
and I then learned that he memorized. 
I did this myself for several years, but 
had to give it up; there was no more 
room in my head to “park” sermons. 
Memory is a most valuable faculty, but, 
like our other faculties, it can do only 
so much, and will certainly rebel if put 
constantly to undue strain. Moreover, 
this method of delivery tends to make 
one mechanical, and almost certainly 
there will be present to one’s conscicus- 
ness the fear of forgetting what one in- 
tended to say. 

A third method is the use of notes, 
more or less. I suppose most preachers 
find this means necessary, alike to as- 
sist memory, and prevent wandering. 
Such notes may be a digest of a fully 
written manuscript, or the product of 
careful study and meditation without 
further writing. Charles Haddon Spur- 
geon used briefest notes, sometimes only 
a small half-sheet of note paper; but 
back of that were wide reading, much 
thought and prayer, and an amazing 
memory, not to speak of an imagination 
that quickly flamed in the presence of 
a multitude of hearers. 

I certainly think there should be some 
record of a man’s preparation, else his 
reading and thought are lost, as is water 
poured through a sieve. Dr. Parker once 
said that every preacher should fully 
write all his sermons for the first twenty 
years, and then he need write no more. 
What he meant is clear; he said write, 
not necessarily read — he himself did not 
read —and write for the sake of exact- 
ness, and in the interests of mental dis- 
cipline. If this labor is reduced to notes, 
that will still further promote clarity 
of thought and concreteness of expres- 
sion. 

A preacher cannot make clear to 
others what is not perfectly clear to him- 
self. Of a certain living preacher I have 
heard it said, “Listening to him is like 
watching a football match in a fog; you 
know that something is going on, but 
just what it is you cannot tell.” Such 
a verdict reminds me of the printer’s 
error, “Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and of angels, and have not clar- 
ity, I am become as sounding brass, or 
a tinkling cymbal.” 

A fourth method is what is called ex- 
temporary preaching. This means, of 
course, not that the preacher has not 
prepared his sermon, but that, having 
done so. he leaves the verbal expression 
of the message to the hour of delivery. 
For some types of mind this is the best 
method. but for others it would be un- 
safe. No doubt, to extemporize in this 
sense makes for directness and anima- 
tion, and leaves a man free to draw 
inspiration from his audience. Also, 
when it is well done, it gives one a con- 
siderable grip on his audience. But the 
practice has its disadvantages. Messages 
hv this method are apt to be rambling, 
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desultory, and superficial; the preacher, 
in all likelihood, will repeat himself, 
and the sermon may easily lack balance, 

Considering the whole subject it can 
only be said that each of these methods 
has been used well, and that each has 
been used badly. Types of mind mean 
variety of method. I see no reason why 
all these methods should not be em- 
ployed by a preacher, as circumstance 
and occasion may require. Let each 
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young preacher discover which of these 
methods he can best employ, and then 
give himself to the perfecting of that 
method. Whichever is adopted, three 
things are essential if preaching is to 
be good and effective, namely, thor- 
oughness in preparation, and naturalness 
and freedom in delivery. These, with 
the blessing of God, will make one a 
good preacher.

Keeping Missions Before Our Sunday School 


Using every opportunity to acquaint boys and girls with the world's need for Christ 


¢¢T'VE got my bank filled. Just feel 
how heavy it is!” 
Gary proudly hands his cardboard 


cylinder, with the sticker seal unbroken, 
to the missionary chairman of the Pri- 
mary Department and receives her warm 
commendation. 

This is part of an every-Sunday cere- 
mony in our Primary Church, when the 
chairman, one of thé teachers in the 
department, presents the cause of mis- 
sions in a five-minute talk, varying the 
method of presentation from week to 
week, always making it as interesting 
as possible. 

Sometimes it is a letter from a faith 
orphanage in the Kentucky mountains, 
full of praise to a miracle-working God 
for His provision; again it may be an 
account of the hardships and oftentimes 
suffering in the life of boys and girls in 
pagan lands where Christ is not known; 
or it may be a story of one of these chil- 
dren, usually taken from THE SUNDAY 
Scuoot Trmes, or from literature fur- 
nished by various mission headquarters. 
Perhaps an illustrated pamphlet, or pic- 
tures, will accompany the brief mes- 
sage, and will be passed around at the 
same time. The material used in these 
talks ranges over many different lands. 

Our Sunday school has an unusual ad- 
vantage in promoting the interests of 
evangelical missions, due to the fact that 
Beginners, Primary, and Junior classes 
all remain in their rooms throughout 
the morning church service, holding ex- 
ercises in their own departments. Re- 
taining the interest of the children for 
this extended period requires ingenuity 
and variety in program planning, but 
it pays big dividends in spiritual growth. 
The miniature church can be made most 
interesting, as well as instructive, by 
varying the speakers from week to week 
and using many methods of presenting 
the message, such as chalk drawings, 
flannelboard-illustrated stories, object 
lessons, Bible verse drills and games, 
songs accompanied by motions, record- 
ings of familiar songs and Bible stories, 
and the like. 

This additional time furnishes ample 
opportunity for explaining and stress- 
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ing the work of missions, great care be- 
ing exercised that prominence and sup- 
port are given only to those efforts that 
truly glorify Christ and honor God’s 
Word. However, any of the methods and 
means used to create an interest in mis- 
sions could be incorporated just as ef- 
fectively in the opening exercises of the 
Sunday school. 

As several of the young people of our 
church are on the mission field in coun- 
tries on this continent, we take advan- 
tage of their comparatively frequent 
visits home to have them as speakers 
on these occasions. Missionary visitors 
very obligingly work out a _ schedule 
whereby they can give appropriate mes- 
sages at each of our several church serv- 
ices. Often they appear before the chil- 
dren in costume and show exhibits of 
the handicraft, or articles used in the 
daily life of the people to whom they 
minister. 

Then there is the retired missionary 
who, once a month, tells a fascinating 
story, often with the aid of the flannel 
board, of little Carlos, Abdul, or Takuo. 

Beginning early in the fall and con- 
tinuing until the first week in December, 
our Primary and Junior children bring 
used clothing and toys (we specify that 
these be clean and in good condition) 
to fill a box for a Kentucky orphanage. 
The first Sunday in December, these 
gifts are wrapped by the children, with 
the help and direction of their teachers, 
and packed in boxes to be expressed to 
their destination in time for Christmas. 
Much enthusiasm and pleasure are evi- 
dent ‘in the performance of all this ac- 
tivity. 

In their church service itself, oppor- 
tunity is given to the children to con- 
tribute not only to their own Sunday 
school (money for which is put into a 
little model church), but also for a mis- 
sion for lepers (coins dropped in a pig 
bank furnished by the mission). Each 
child usually brings money for both and 
carefully apportions it equally between 
them. During one year, when the work 
of the leprosy mission was especially 
stressed, members of the Primary De-

The principal in a Chinese school on 
Banka Island (Indonesia) wrote that he 
and seven of his staff had accepted 
Christ as a consequence of reading one 
of Wilson Wang’s tracts. 


The motto of Miss Ridderhof’s Gospel- 
recording work is, “In all places where 
I record my name ,. I will bless” 
(Exod. 20:24). That seems to be the case. 
In Peru, a group of Indians came from 
an isolated village up river, bringing 
their victrola for repair. “I found that 
they had played their Scripture records 
till they ‘didn’t speak’ any more. I 
gave them a new set and sent them on 
their way.” .. . Tzeltul Indians of Mex- 
ico, brought to Christ by Gospel records, 
sent, out of their poverty, 100 pesos to 
provide records for others. “All of us 
who have believed in God sing together 
every Sunday.” In Okinawa, the,.mayor 
of a town came out and lined up his 
people so they could all hear about 
Christ by means of records.

“Singing trains cf angels are 
seen following her up to the highest 
heavens.” “The patriarchs and _ saints 
saw her and exulted.” “In the august 


presence of the Holy Trinity, the Son 
said to his Mother, ‘Come, we crown 
Thee. Thine is the universe.’” She is 
shown sitting on the throne with Christ 
standing behind her, the Dove above her 
head, the Father with a triangular halo 
above them all. All about are hosts of 
angels. The inscription is, “She resides 
with the Holy Trinity amid the ceaseless 
jubilation of the heavenly spirits.” 

“Yet the name Mary.” comments Mr. 
Schaeffer, “is not once mentioned in the 
Gospel of John even though John had 
been given the special care of Mary. 
After the birth narrative, her name is 
not mentioned again in the Gospel of 
Luke. Matthew and Mark speak of her 
only in quoting the Jewish opponents 
of Jesus. Jesus addresses her as 
‘Woman’—the term he used of other 
women.” Her name does not occur in 
the Epistles or the Revelation, 

Such is the strong delusion, however, 
that a priest in the railway compartment 
in which Mr. Schaeffer was traveling, 
said to him seriously, “Today is the most 
important day for the Catholic Church 
since the Resurrection.” 


Life and Work, organ of the Church 
of Scotland, reports overflowing churches 
in answer to revival prayer. One West 
Scotland church was filled twice for 
Communion service, and then almost a 
third time. Another church, not far away, 
has to have three services Sunday morn- 


ing, at 10, 11, and 12. A third in the 
neighborhood has a Sunday school of 
seven hundred, and they are almost 


afraid to visit in the parish lest the num- 
ber be doubled! 

“The picture of these overflowing 
churches, and the crowded streets out- 
side of them, has to be seen to be be- 
lieved.” The drifted away are pouring 
back in a flood. When asked about his 
first five hundred members, one Church 
Extension minister told me that only 
two hundred had come from other con- 
gregations — three hundred came on con- 
fession of faith! 


Principal Duthie, of the Scottish Con- 
gregational College, writes (in the Brit- 
ish Weekly) of evangelistic impulses in 
British universities, and especially in 
those of Scotland. During the past four 
years he has worked with a group of 
students “Every September, after a 
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period of preparation, which may extend 
to nine months, some twenty or thirty 
men and women have carried through 
a fortnight’s strenuous campaign in some 
Scottish town in full co-operation with 
the local churches in homes, factcries, 
the open air, churches, and schools. Be- 
lieving that the Gospei can only strike 
home with maximum power through a 
prepared church, we have usually spent 
the first few days in summoning Chris- 
tian people, including the team, to re- 
pentance and renewal of faith. The team 
has often been subdued in wonder by 
seeing God at work before its eyes in 
the lives of ordinary people, and has 
come out of each campaign with its con- 
fidence in the power of Christ very 
strongly reinforced. 

“We felt it most when we saw the 
gradual change from uncertainty to as- 
surance come over a human face in the 
space of a few hours. There was noth- 
ing new in all this. This is what Chris- 
tians have known in every age. But to 
pass through it personally is to be in- 
wardly shaken. 

“When you have glimpsed a little of 
what God can do through a very im- 
perfect group of people, you can never 
be quite the same again. The task of 
evangelism becomes primary. You shrink 
from it because it is so exacting. Let 
me end by saying that God does not need 
perfect people, only willing people. And 
it is to willing people, however dogged 
by human frailty, that He grants in 
abundance His Holy Spirit. 

“Communal prayer is one of the 
strongest of our neglected Christian 
weapons. We found that our spoken 
common prayers gave us a new sense 
of belonging together, making the idea 
of a Christian family a reality.” 


Correspondence.—Vincent J. Casale, 
warm-hearted witness to Christ, writes 
from Florence of his journey across the 
Atlantic to his field of labor in Italy. 
After thanking Mr. Richie of the Scrip- 
ture Gift Mission for booklets (“I could 
use aS many as you can send on sal- 
vation and on separation”), he says: 

“The chief tourist purser asked me to 
conduct the Sunday morning service and 
gave me permission to hold an old- 
fashioned Gospel service in the after- 
noon. There were some ninety in at- 
tendance including the purser and two 
other officers he brought with him. A\l- 
though a Roman Catholic, he came to 
me after the service and said, ‘This is 
the first such meeting we ever had 
aboard this ship, and I want you to 
know that I enjoyed every minute of it.’ 
He had tears in his eyes. I could not 
lead him to a definite decision because 
of others standing about, but I believe 
Henry Moreno is tender toward the Gos- 
pel. He invited me to have a meeting 
if we are ever on the America again. 

“Sunday morning I spoke in the Bap- 
tist church. The pastor told me he was 
sure God was going to use my ministry 
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here in Florence. If it were not for the 
Lord I would feel the responsibility too 
much for me and would run out of it, 
but, praise the Lord, when He calls, He 
equips. In our weaknesses, He shows 
Himself strong in behalf of those who 
love Him. Let’s continue, then, looking, 
living, laboring for Jesus, [Signed] Vin- 
cent J. Casale, Revelation 17:14. 


Nathanael Saint is a Christian aviator 
“assisting in once-impenetrable areas.” 
He is co-operating with the Gospel Mis- 
sionary Union in the hinterland of Ecua- 
dor. He writes: 

“The Union's Bible Institute for Ecua- 
dorian Christians is moving into former 
Shell Oil Company buildings. Down at 
the far end of the airstrip is our home. 
The clearings behind are sugar-cane 
patches, and beyond are jungles, and 
more jungles all the way to the Atlantic, 
thousands of miles. 

“Down the road, five miles, is Puyo, 
where we've been having open-air meet- 
ings every Sunday. Out of them has 
grown a Bible class of a dozen or more. 
I am back on the Plaza with an amplifier 
that has enlarged the group of listeners. 
Many want to hear, but are afraid to 
be seen listening. We're giving cut the 
Word right in the shadow of opposition 
headquarters. 

Mr. Saint is building a new hangar 
and looks forward to years of continued 
service. The Missionary Aviation Fel- 
lowship takes every precaution against 
accident — load weight ten per cent be- 
low maximum, fuel reserve 200 per cent 
above requirement, ccntinuous plane- 
to-base radio contact plus weather re- 
ports, interlocking map-system for ac- 
curate position-reporting at ten minute 
intervals during flights, routes plotted 
for safety and consistently followed, 
emergency food, smoke flares and sur- 
vival kit carried, special safety seats 
and shoulder harness in plane, etc., etc. 


Passover Time in Israel.—Tel Aviv is 
the place where Judaism celebrates the 
Purim festival: Haifa, the Feast of First 
Fruits, which, as of old, are brought 
from the fertile hinterland of the Emek. 
In Jerusalem, as of old, the Feast of 
Passover is celebrated. Scattered mem- 
bers of families reunite there. The child 
recites his four questions, and the mas- 
ter of the house explains that the ad- 
monition of every generation to regard 
itself as delivered from Egypt now re- 
fers also to those of present-day Israel. 

Guests swarm from abroad. Soldiers 
on leave are given hospitality, and are 
among the most active singers at the 
Feast. The chief pilgrims are met by 
the rabbis at the city gates. Theaters 
give special performances. The chief 
rabbi preaches on the second exodus 
from slavery to freedom. 

“There is little sleep for the youth on 
Seder night,” says New Palestine. “Un- 
der the bright full (Passover) moon, they 
troop along the streets, singing the old 
and new Zemirot, dancing the Horah, 
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and making merry. Thus in Tel Aviv, 
they were wont to come to Bialik, who 
met them in his garden and would chaff 
and chide in his inimitable manner. Or 
in Jerusalem, they would wend their 
way to Ussishkin, whose Passover table 
was patriarchal. President Weizmann is 
now honored, and street crowds serenade 
the head of Israel’s state. They do not 
cry out, ‘Next year,’ but, ‘This year in 
Jerusalem,’ and, ‘This year we are free 
men.’ ” 


Revival among the Laos of Indo-China 
is reported by the Christian and Mis- 
sionary Alliance. Last August it ap- 
peared that, during Mr. Andrianoff’s 
absence, almost a thousand Meo tribes- 
pecple had made a confession of Christ. 
Since then, seven hundred more! A 
week hardly goes by without a whole 
village “throwing away the evil spirits 
and entering Jesus,” as they phrase it 
At least sixteen villages are now Chris- 
tian, and they make “the most responsive 
audience I have ever seen.” 

“Recently two men from a Phoo The- 
ong village came to ask if I would come 
to their village and show them, too, how 
they could cease worshiping evil spirits 
and come to Christ. “It is planned to 
begin a short-term Bible school to train 
leaders for these new believers. In No- 
vember, the report was, “The work un- 
der the control of the Holy Spirit. is con- 
tinuing and growing in momentum, 
The other day, the head chief of the 
Meo tribe sent out a decree to all the 
district chiefs that the religion of Jesus 
Christ should be given the greatest pos- 
sible consideration among all the Meos.” 


John Ferguson’s tracts are doing their 
work. A Japanese boy of seventeen, 
Hideo Kanamuri, after reading one of 
them, wrote: “I declare upon my honor 
that Christ is my Saviour. May God 
bless me in the new life I have entered.” 
Ineko Suda, a sixteen-year-old Tokyo 
girl, found two, “The Day of Salvation” 
and “Do You Have True Peace?” “They 
seized my heart directly and completely. 
I, a sinful creature, decided to stand up 
and put on Christ.” Later she 
wrote to Mr. Ferguson, “I'm glad to meet 
Jesus Christ day by day. We become 
one in Him.” Asked to give an oration 
in her school, before the entire Asamadai 
Primary Schcol in Tokyo, she closed 
with a testimony to Christ: “The One 
who saves is a reality. Salvation de- 
pends on receiving Him into our hearts 
and this is possible only by the power 
which comes from our Almighty God 
through Jesus Chrst.” 

Bufo Yamamuro writes: “I have about 
500 young people of high school and 
college grades under my influence at 
three educational establishments. I am 
doing my utmost to use the tracts most 
effectively, and will keep some at our 
Christian lending library. They are read 
with keen interest. The door for liter- 
ature-evangelism is wide open.”

The Lesson as a Whole 
By J. C. Macaulay, D.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 
HEN God is directing a work, the 
W death of a leader does not mean 
the collapse of the work. “God 
buries His servants, and carries on.” 
The passing of Moses did not interru}'t 
God’s plan for Israel. He did not say 
to Joshua, “Moses my servant is dead; 
therefore we shall have to modify our 
original scheme.” But read Joshua 1:1- 
9. and catch the tone of certainty. “Our 
God is marching on.” 

Then see how God has His leaders 
prepared and trained beforetime. As 
Moses’ minister, Joshua had been “on 
the inside” for many years, and learned 
to see things from God’s view. He came 
into his new position of leadership fully 
equipped, after the order of 2 Timothy 
3:16, 17, As a military leader, a political 
leader, and a spiritual leader, Joshua was 
well prepared. Where a work revolves 
around an_ outstanding personality, 
there is a danger in not having someone 
in preparation to fill the office when va- 
cated. I have seen Christian institutions 
suffer greatly because of no trained suc- 
cession. The old Scottish practice of 
“assistant and successor” is very com- 
mendable, and at least has Moses and 
Joshua as Biblical precedent. 

As in every great movement of his- 
tory, we shall expect to find noble and 
heroic characters, and some dismal fail- 
ures. Of the former is Caleb, “strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of his 
might,” ready for exploits at the age of 
eighty-five. The breakdown in the tribes 
and the subsequent anarchy make sad

reading. Indeed, Israel’s history is most 
disappointing, yet God’s plans did not 
fail, His promises were fulfilled. De- 
spite human failure, in the fullness of 
time God brought His greater Joshua 
into the world. (‘“Jesus” and “Joshua” 
are the same name, the one the Greek 
form, the other the Hebrew form.) 

The events of our lesson begin at the 
end of the fifteenth century B.C. and 
continue into the fourteenth century. A 
good textbook in Bible archaeology 
should be consulted for this period. The 
Archaeology Editor of THe Sunpay 
ScHoot Times, Dr. J. P. Free, has a com- 
mendable work entitled, “Archaeology 
and Bible History” (Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, Ill., $5). Pay special attention 
to Jericho, and the Hittites. 


Verse by Verse 

Joshua 14:6.—“Thou knowest the thing 
that the Lord said unto Moses the man 
of God concerning me and thee in Ka- 
desh-barnea.” Caleb was Judah’s rep- 
resentative among the twelve spies sent 
out from Kadesh-barnea forty-five years 
before this time. Doubtless his own 
tribesmen joined the hue and cry against 
him at that time (Num. 14:10), but he 
is now a hero with the younger, sur- 
viving generation. Back there he showed 
his faith and courage, now he reveals 
He believes 
that what God spoke forty-five years 
before still holds good. God is not one 
who makes rash promises which He later 
tries to squirm out of. Caleb knows that, 
and now he is laying claim to the prom- 
ises. Do we so honor God, or do we 
reckon that time modifies God’s Word? 


Verse 7.—“Forty years old was I... 
and I brought him word again as it was 


in mine heart.” He was a veteran then, 
and a man of mature judgment, no ram- 
bunctious youth eager for a scrap. He 
claims utter sincerity for his report, un- 
distorted by the fear and unbelief which 
colored the report of the ten. 


Verse 8.—“My brethren but I.” 
Caleb did not cravenly follow the crowd, 
or agree to make the majority report 
unanimous. He “wholly followed the 
Lord,” determined to be faithful, what- 
ever the cost. The ten focused their 
vision on the difficulties, and not only 
wilted, but “made the heart of the peo- 
ple melt.” Caleb’s eyes were on God, 
and the difficulties melted. 

Faith, mighty faith, the promise sees, 

And looks to God alone, 

Laughs at impossibilities, 

And cries, “It shall be done !” 

Verse 9.—‘“‘Surely the land whereon 
thy feet have trodden shall be thine in- 
heritance.” See Numbers 14:24, and the 
more specific statement, not included in 
the record in Numbers, but recalled by 
Moses in Deuteronomy 1:34-36. Caleb 
did not forget, and now Joshua acknowl- 
edges the claim. The man who wholly 
follows God is laying up a good heri- 
tage for himself and for his children. 

Verse 10.—‘And now, behold, the Lord 
hath kept me alive.” Joshua and Caleb 
were the oldest men in Israel. They 
were the only two over sixty years of 
age when the nation crossed the Jordan 
(see Num. 14:28-30). These two men 
were “immortal” until God had fulfilled 
His promise to bring them into the land 
and give them a possession in it. There 
is no “if we’re spair’t and weel” attached 
to God’s promises, 

Verse 11.—“As yet I am as strong... 
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for, war, both to go out, and to come in.” 
Following God wholly proved excellent 
medicine for Caleb, not only for longev- 
ity, but for health. He did not come into 
his inheritance a decrepit old man, but 
full of vigor and ability to enjoy it. He 
is a warrior to the end. So God gives 
beyond the mere letter of His promise. 
(See Psa, 92:14.) 

Verse 12.—‘Now therefore give me this 
mountain . . . for the Anakims 
were there.” This rugged old soldier is 
asking for no soft spot to retire in. At 
eighty-five he is asking for the very sec- 
tion that struck terror into the hearts 
of the ten spies forty-five years earlier. 
Strong defenses, mountainous terrain, 
and giants are still a thrilling challenge 
to Caleb. For see where his confidence 
lies: “if so be the Lord will be with me, 
then I shall be able.” (Cf. Phil. 4:13.) 

Verse 13.—“And Joshua blessed him, 
and gave unto Caleb ... Hebron.” That 
must have been a thrilling moment for 
Joshua, as he thought back to the occa- 
sion when he and Caleb stood together, 
with the congregation shouting for their 
death (Num. 14:10). No wonder he 
blessed him! So the city of Arba the 
giant (v. 15) became the place of fel- 
lowship with God in a life of victory. 

Judges 2:7—“And the people served 
the Lord all the days of Joshua.” This 
strong, godly leader kept the flame of 
testimony bright, and the impact of his 
influence was felt in the national life 
for years after his death. Happy is a 
nation when its leaders are fearless wit- 
nesses for God! 


Verse 8.—“‘And Joshua . , . died.” In 
all the history of Joshua, see how little 
Space is given to his death (Josh, 24: 
29, 30; Judges 2:8, 9). Now, by way 
of contrast, see how large a place the 
death of owr Joshua (Jesus) holds in the 
record. In the case of the Old Testa- 
ment hero, as of all men, death is an 
incident to be noted in the record of 
vital statistics. In the case of our Lord, 
His death was His great work, by which 
our redemption is secured, 


Verse 9.—‘“And they buried him.” 
Joshua’s grave in unknown Timnath- 
heres holds the dust of the great leader 
till the day of resurrection “at the last 
trump,” but the grave of Jesus could 
not hold Him after the morning of the 
third day. Our Saviour lives! 


Verse 10.—“‘And there arose another 
generation . which knew not the 
Lord.” What had become of the com- 
mand in Deuteronomy 6:7, 8, 20-25? The 
breakdown must have come in the home 
training, and it produced a godless gen- 
eration. Do we not see a parallel today? 
(Cf. Exod. 1:8.) 


Judges 21: 25.—“In those days there was 
no king in Israel: every man did that 
which was right in his own eyes.” See 
chapter 19, and the sordid results of the 
state of anarchy. Even the judges were 
more or less loyal in their influence.

The Heart of the Lesson 


You may seem to be outvoiced and 
outvoted and outwitted standing for God, 
but stand, and God will surely vindicate 
you at last. Look at Caleb and Joshua 
at Kadesh-barnea, two against ten in 
their report, and two against a whole 
assembly in popular clamor. They even 
stood in jeopardy of their lives. But 
follow the story through. The ten “died 

. . before the Lord” (Num, 14:36, 37), 
but Caleb and Joshua lived on. Those 
who clamored for their death fell by 
the way in the years of wandering, but 
Caleb and Joshua, alone of their gen- 
eration, passed over into the Promised 
Land, not as useless old men, but in the 
full enjoyment of their physical and 
mental powers — Joshua as leader of the 
nation, and Caleb as the hero of the 
tribe of Judah, their boast and pride. 
Both entered into their inheritance in 
Canaan, Caleb in Hebron and Joshua in 
Timnath-heres. Joshua lived to the age 
of one hundred and ten, still mighty in 
his witness for God (Josh. 23 and 24). 
How long Caleb lived beyond eighty- 
five we do not know, but it was cer- 
tainly long enough to secure his inheri- 
tance from the Anakim, and to see his 
daughter Achsah well settled in a goodly

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portion of the land with her soldier- 
husband Othniel (Josh, 15:13-19). Be- 
sides all this, think of the inspiration 
these two have been to all generations 
of God-fearing men. And great is their 
reward in Heaven! 

Over against this, see the pitiful situ- 
ation of those who did not wholly follow 
the Lord. The ten spies saw only the 
difficulties, and acted the coward, strik- 
ing terror in the hearts of the people, 
and bringing untimely death to them- 
selves and the nation. The generation 
who entered the Land likewise failed 
to follow the Lord fully, especially in 
not carrying out the command of exter- 
mination of the wicked tribes against 
whom God had decreed judgment. In- 
stead of a continued pageant of triumph, 
therefore, the tribes of Israel secured 
only limited control. Instead of a mighty 
celebration, with psalms and worship, 


they held a festival of weeping at 
Bochim (Judges 2:1-5). 

Faith inspires courage, sustains 
strength, and leads to victory. Unbelief 


makes cowards, saps energy, and brings 
men down to defeat, shame, and sorrow.

Topics for Development 

Following the Lord Wholly. Taking 
Caleb as the example, consider: (a) 
what it means to follow the Lord; (b) 
what it costs to follow the Lord; (c) 
what it obtains to follow the Lord. Fol- 
lowing the Lord meant for Caleb: (a) 
believing God’s promise that He would 
give them the land for an everlasting 
possession, even in the face of difficul- 
ties which to others seemed insuperable 
— fortified cities, giants, and so forth: 
(b) boldly witnessing to his faith even 
when others did not share it, and encour- 
aging the nation to act in the faith of 
God rather than the fear of men. The 
cost of this was, standing practically 
alone, seeing his witness neutralized and 
opposed by his fellow spies who seemed 
to have reason on their side, and hear- 
ing a riotous assembly calling aloud for 
his death. He jeopardized his life to 
follow the Lord. (c) But see what he 
secured: long life, a victorious career, 
a rich inheritance, and undiminished 
honor till old age crowned his brow with 
a crown of glory. The application of 
all this is not difficult. 

Influence. Joshua is a striking instance 
of the power of one man in the life of 
a nation. The people over whom he 
was given command were not naturally 
godly, but had straying hearts (Deut. 
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5:29). Even under the strong leadership 
of Moses they had rebelled again and 
again, and the new generation was no 
more stable than their fathers. Never- 
theless the influence of Joshua held them 
to the faith and worship of Jehovah 
through those trying years of the settle- 
ment, when they were surrounded with 
new and subtle temptation. This same 
powerful influence extended beyond his 
lifetime, as long as any of his contem- 
poraries survived (Josh. 24:31). With 
his last breath this doughty general com- 
mitted the congregation to the service 
of God. One man wholly devoted to 
God wields tremendous power. Think 
of Luther, Knox, Wesley, Moody, and a 
host of others. Do not forget that Joshua 
had a wonderful apprenticeship in spir- 
itual leadership — forty years as Moses’ 
assistant ! 

Spiritual Application. See 1 Corinthi- 
ans 10:11. We, too, are called to pos- 
sess our possessions in Christ (Eph. 1:3), 
and that calls for the driving out of 
many adversaries. We cannot know the 
security and the plenty of Canaan while 
“the works of the flesh” hold sway over 
Spared evil becomes as “thorns in 
(Judges 2:3).

This morning a deputation of tribal 
leaders from Judah supported Captain 
Caleb, grand old man of that tribe, in 
a request to General Joshua. The 
national committee on land settlement 
was meeting under Joshua’s chairman- 
ship. The General warmly greeted Cap- 
tain Caleb, the two of them being the 
only veterans of the Exodus surviving 
today, apart from those of us who were 
children then. Caleb reminded the Gen- 
eral of their minority stand at Kadesh 
forty-five years ago when the two of 
them urged immediate action to conquer 
Canaan, but were overruled by the pes- 
simistic majority of the scouting party. 
At that time Moses solemnly promised 
Caleb an inheritance in the hill coun- 
try of the giants. Today, after forty- 
five years, Caleb sought fulfillment of 
that pledge. Saying he was as fit at 85 
as at 40, he asked permission to drive 
out the giants in the vicinity of Hebron 
and occupy that area as his family in- 
heritance. Joshua allowed the request 
with the unanimous approval of the com- 
mittee, and the General gave his blessing 
to Caleb as the dauntless veteran left 
for the toughest scrap of all his adven- 
turous days. 

When the Times asked Captain Caleb 
to what he attributed his long life and 
present vigor, the old man simply re- 
plied, “I wholly followed the Lord.” 
Then we asked, “Aren’t you taking quite 
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a chance in attacking those giants?” He 
said, “It may be that the Lord will be 
with me, and I shall drive them out, 
as the Lord spake.” His quiet smile 
made it clear he had no doubts on that 
score.

“Thou knowest the thing that the Lord 
said . . . concerning me and thee .. .” 
(Josh, 14:6).—The Lord was not averse 
to commending His two faithful serv- 
ants, even to the point of saying they 
had “wholly followed the Lord.” (See 
Deut. 1:36-38.) There are those among 
the Lord’s people today who are reluc- 
tant to commend and encourage a 
speaker for fear it will puff him up. If 
they were just as reluctant to say any- 
thing discouraging, things would be bet- 
ter balanced. 

Dr. F. B. Stockdale says: “I began 
preaching rather early; much sooner 
than I think boys should be allowed to 
preach. My judgment on the matter 
now is not in keeping with my feelings 
then; I felt I had been called of God 
to preach. Others had the same thought 
and I was invited to help in a series of 
special meetings in a town some distance 
from my home. After the first service 
in which I had preached, as I left the 
church a very fine woman remarked, 
‘What can he know about God? He is 
only a child. That woman will never 
know here how near I came to fainting: 
it was the first word I had heard in 
opposition to my own desire. I at once 
decided I should take the first train for 
home in the morning. I do not remem- 
ber ever in my life to have felt more 
dejected and forlorn. My habit was to 
read a portion of Scripture before re- 
tiring for the night. I opened my Bible 
at random and my eyes espied these 
words: ‘But the Lord said unto me, Say 
not, I am-a child: for thou shalt go to 
all that I shall send thee, and whatso- 
ever I command thee thou shalt speak. 
Be not afraid of their faces; for I am 
with thee to deliver thee, saith the Lord’ 
(Jer. 1:7, 8). I will confess I rather 
fell in love with Jeremiah. I did not 
run away, but had the joy of seeing 
many souls brought to the Lord.” 


“Behold, the Lord hath kept me alive 

.” (Josh. 14:10).—The Lord kept him 
so well that at 85, Caleb was as strong 
as he was at 40 “for war, both to go out, 
cnd to come in” (v. 11). 
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Recently I perused some remarks from 
a modern Caleb which impressed me. 
On his 75th birthday, Dr. Jonathan Go- 
forth wrote a letter to his children in 
which he said: “Fifty-three years have 
passed [since he heard Dr. McKay of 
Formosa plead the claims of the 
heathen], but by the grace of God, I 
have not been disobedient unto the 
heavenly vision. At 75 I feel the same 
resistless urge to seek the ‘other sheep’ 
for whom the Saviour died. ... You 
must not wonder at me even at 75, eager 
to remain here in the high places of 
the Field, for the opportunities of serv- 
ice were never greater, and the outlook 
for a great harvest never brighter than 
now.” 


“And Joshua blessed him, and gave 
unto Caleb . . . Hebron for an inheri- 
tance” (Josh. 14:13).—Caleb labored un- 
der no misapprehension of the place. 
He knew it was mountainous, and that 
giants inhabited it, and that the cities 
were fenced (v. 12). But his confidence 
was in the Lord. And, we know from 
Joshua 15:14 that that confidence was not 
misplaced. 

On one of our hikes in the High Sierra 
Mountains in California, we met a dear 
old man who exclaimed: “I am cele- 
brating my 80th birthday by climbing 
this mountain. You must love the moun- 
tains as I do!” Thrilling as it is to see 
a man tackling a mountain in his old 
age, it is more so to see elderly saints 
conquering mountains of difficulties and 
giants of discouragement in a spiritual 
sense. In the energy of the Holy Spirit, 
they overcome everything that would 
hinder their communion with and service 
for the Lord. “They shall still bring 
forth fruit in old age; they shall be fat 
and flourishing” (Psa, 92:14). 

“And the people served the Lord all 
the days of Joshua” (Judges 2:7).—A 
godly influence is the most fragrant and 
fruitful thing imaginable. 

Andrew Murray evidently lived a holy 
life before his children. Eleven of his 
children grew to adult life. Five of the 
six sons became ministers of the Gos- 
pel, and four of the daughters became 
ministers’ wives. Even the second gen- 
eration made a good showing. Ten 
grandsons became ministers and thirteen 
became missionaries ! 

A gentleman purchased an interesting 
vase of coarse pottery in an antique 
shop. He also bought a small bottle of 
attar of roses, and placed it inside the 
vase. On reaching home he found to his 
dismay that the perfume bottle had 
broken and the vase had absorbed the 
perfume. He thought the fragrance of 
roses would soon pass away from the 
vase; but he was mistaken, for that vase 
emitted the attar of roses to his house- 
hold for 25 years! Constant fellowship 
with Christ will enable a believer to 
exert the proper influence over others 
while life shall last—and beyond! 

“In those days there was no king in 
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Israel” (Judges 21:25).—The absence of 
a king in their midst is given as the 
explanation of Israel’s strange actions 
in the Book of Judges. (See chaps. 
17:6; 18:1; 21:25.) The Apostle Peter 
informs us that the king is to be sub- 
mitted to “as supreme.” The Lord Jesus 
is presented to us as “the King eternal, 
immortal, invisible, the only wise God.” 
He is also “the blessed and only Poten- 
tate, the King of kings, and Lord of 
lords” (1 Tim, 1:17; 6:15). 

The crowning of the Lord Jesus as 
“King of my life” preserves me from 
doing that which is simply right in my 
own eyes. “Lord, what wilt thou have 
me to do?” is the Christian’s constant 
question.

AY, fellows, we have a real hero to 

deal with today. This man Caleb 
was not afraid of a hard task — he actu- 
ally asked for it. “Give me this moun- 
tain,” he said to Joshua when the Prom- 
ised Land (Canaan) was being divided 
to the ten tribes who, under Joshua’s 
leadership, had conquered it and had 
gone in to possess it. Caleb first ap- 
pears in the Bible record when, forty- 
five years earlier, Moses selected twelve 
men to go into Canaan and “spy out 
the land.” To see “what it is, ahd the 
people that dwelleth therein, whether 
they be strong or weak, few or many; 
and what the land is that they dwell in, 
whether it be good or bad; and what 
cities they be that they dwell in, whether 
in tents, or in strong holds; and what 
the land is, whether it be fat or lean, 
whether there be wood therein, or not. 
And be ye of good courage, and bring 
of the fruit of the land” (Num. 13:18- 
20). 

Caleb, as the head of his tribe (Judah) 
was one of the twelve men sent out 
on that very important mission, while 
Moses and Aaron and the multitude of 
Israelites waited on the border for the 
return and report of these spies. After 
forty days, they returned with a thrilling 
report of a land “flowing with milk and 
honey,” a goodly land, and they brought 
with them some of the luscious fruits. 
But there were serious drawbacks; .the 
inhabitants were warlike, fierce fighters, 
and their cities were protected by walls; 
worse still there were huge giants, the 
sons of Anak, the same breed as Goliath 
of Gath. Ten of the spies said it would 
be fatal to attempt to enter and occupy 
the land; they would be utterly de- 
stroyed. Furthermore, they cried, as 
they looked upon those fierce giants, 
“We were in our own sight as grasshop- 
pers, and so we were in their sight.” 
Then the Israelites were terrified by the 
report, and “lifted up their voice, and 
cried; and the people wept that night.” 
They complained against Aaron and 
Moses, and said, “Let us make . , . [an- 
other] captain, and let us return into 
Egypt.” Then even “Moses and Aaron 
fell on their faces before all the assem- 
bly.” However, two of the twelve spies, 
Caleb and Joshua, submitted a minority 
report. They said, “Let us go up at once, 
and possess it; for we are well able to 
overcome it. . . . The land, which we 
passed through to search it, is an ex- 
ceeding good land. If the Lord delight 
in us, then he will bring us into this 
land, and give it us; a land which flow- 
eth with milk and honey. Only rebel 
not ye against the Lord, neither fear ye 
the people of the land; for they are 
bread for us: .. . and the Lord is with 
us; fear them not. But all the congre- 
gation bade stone them with stones.”

They refused to rise to the faith of Caleb 
and Joshua, and the Lord punished them 
by allowing them to wander forty years 
longer in the Wilderness. 

Only Caleb and Joshua, and those who 
were nineteen years of age and under 
at that time were finally permitted to 
enter the Promised Land. The others 
died in the Wilderness. Even Moses 
and Aaron were denied entrance. 

Now, 45 years later, in our lesson to- 
day, comes Caleb, our hero, to the cen- 
ter. The Promised Land has been en- 
tered and partially subjugated, and 
Joshua, as Moses’ successor, proceeds to 
divide the land and allot to each tribe 
a portion, to complete the organized oc- 
cupation. Caleb, head of the tribe of 
Judah, has first choice. He could have 
selected the fertile plain of Esdraelon, 
or one of the coastal border lands, or 
a land to the south where complete con- 
quest would be comparatively easy; but 
what did he do? Caleb looked at the 
most difficult section, the mountainous 
territory around Hebron, where the 
giants, the sons of Anak, were en- 
trenched in their walled cities, and said 
to Joshua, “Give me this mountain.” 

Caleb reminded Joshua how Moses had 
said, “Surely the land whereon thy feet 
have trodden shall be thine inheritance, 
and thy children’s for ever, because thou 
hast wholly followed the Lord my God.” 
And now, he said, I am 85 years old, “yet 
I am as strong this day as I was in the 
day that Mcses sent me: as my strength 
was then, even so is my strength now, 
for war, both to go out, and to come 
in. .. . Therefore, give me this moun- 
tain.” 


Fellows, that seems to me to be a won- 
derful combination of faith and cour- 
age: faith in God's promises, and the 
courage of a soldier who deliberately 
chooses the hardest, toughest fighting of 
the whole battle line. And look what 
he got for his tribe of Judah. Jerusa- 
lem was located there, and the great 
Temple, to which all the tribes came 
annually, as the spiritual capital. Beth- 
lehem was located there, our Lord’s 
birthplace. Calvary was located there, 
the place of our Lord’s supreme sacri- 
fice. Jesus said, in effect, “Give me this 
mountain.” He “stedfastly set his face 
to go to Jerusalem.” Yes, giants were 
there for our Lord to face — persecution 
and treachery. Walled cities, the stub- 
born opposition and resistance of the 
Pharisees and Sadducees, and finally a 
cruel death on the cross. He faced it 
all, and went through with it—for you 
and for me. As our hearts listen, we 
hear coming back from the hills of 
Caleb’s Judea, “If any man will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross daily, and follow me.” Fel- 
lows, don’t shy off to pick the soft spots, 
but face the hard ones, the difficult jobs, 
and in faith say to the Master, “Give me 
this mountain.” The mountain job yields

satisfactions as nothing else does; and it 
helps more than anything else to know 
our Lord and His power in an intimate 
way — whom to know aright is life eter- 
nal!

HEN we stopped last week the Is- 
raelites were singing praises to God 
because He had brought them out of 
Egyptian slavery and safely through the 
Red Sea. 

The rest of Exodus tells of the journey 
of the Israelites to Mt. Sinai, and the 
laws God gave to Moses there, and the 
directions for building the Tabernacle. 

Numbers gives the history of the jour- 
neys of the Israelites from Mt. Sinai to 
the plains of Moab, covering a period 
of about forty years. This Book gets 
its name from the first numbering of 
the men of war at Mt. Sinai, and the 
second numbering of warriors just be- 
fore entering the Land. 

When the Israelites reached Kadesh- 
barnea they were almost within sight 
of the Land. From there Moses sent 
twelve spies to the land of Canaan to 
find out what it was like. They came 
back with an enormous bunch of grapes 
and a glowing account of the fertility 
of the Land, but ten of the spies said 
that it would be impossible for the Is- 
raelites to go in and possess the Land 
on account of the huge giants there. 
Two of the spies, Joshua and Caleb, 
said, “We are well able to go in, for the 
Lord is with us.” But the people be- 
lieved the ten spies and doubted the 
Lord; because of that they spent forty 
years in the Wilderness between Egypt 
and Canaan. 

During the Wilderness wanderings all 
the grown-up Israelites died excepting 
Caleb and Joshua. Before Moses died, 
he told the new generation of Israelites 
all the laws of the Lord. as he had told 
them to their fathers at Mt. Sinai forty 
years before. Moses’ addresses to them 
are found in the Book of Deuteronomy. 
After he died, Joshua became the new 
leader, 

Let us read the first nine verses of 
the Book of Joshua now. See how the 
Lord encouraged Joshua to go forward 
on his great task of the conquest of 
Canaan. In verse 3 He renewed to 
Joshua His promise to Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, and Moses to give the land of 
Canaan to Israel. How many times did 
God tell Joshua to be strong and cour- 
ageous? And three times over God 
promised to be with him. What recipe 
did the Lord give Joshua for success? 
(Studying and obeying God’s Word.) 

So Joshua led the Israelites into the 
land of Canaan. The first great city 
they came to was Jericho. Helen has 
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written about the fall of Jericho for our 
children's library book. 
THE ISRAELITES TAKE A CITY 

Jericho was a very strong city. 

It had great, thick walls around it. 

The people who lived in Jericho were 
very bad. 

God told the Israelites to burn the city. 

He told them to march around the city 
every day. 

On the seventh day they were to march 
around seven times. 

Then the priests were to blow 
trumpets. 

The Israelites did just as God had said. 

They marched around Jericho every day 
for a week. 

On the seventh day they marched around 
seven times. 

Then the priests blew their trumpets. 

The great, thick walls of Jericho fell 
down. 

Then the Israelites went into the city. 

They burnt it all up just as God told 
them to do. 

The Lord was with Joshua and the Is- 
raelites. 

The whole story of the conquest of 
Canaan is most exciting. Be sure to 
read, at home, the first eleven chapters 
of Joshua, 

After the Israelites had conquered 
Canaan, Joshua divided the land among 
them so that each tribe would have a 
place to settle. 

Who was the other spy besides Joshua 
who had urged the Israelites to go into 
the land forty years before? (Caleb.) 

Turn to Joshua 14:6-14 and read about 
Caleb’s inheritance. Three times over 
here it tells why Caleb was given such 
a fine inheritance. (Because he “wholly 
followed the Lord.”)

ODAY’S first picture could well be 

the ark of God leading the Israelites 
through the Jordan. The children thrill 
to the story of a miracle. This crossing 
of the Jordan is as wonderful as the 
crossing of the Red Sea. There is a 
lesson in the faith of the priests who 
carried the ark. They were commanded 
to step into the Jordan, and then the 
waters would be rolled back. Suppose 
they had been afraid to step in. 

Then stop for the story of Caleb, the 
faithful partner of Joshua when they 
spied out the land. Caleb asked for a 
mountain which had been promised to 
him, and Joshua gave it to him for a 
home for his family. Just imagine, he 
was an old man, but he had courage to 
ask for a mountain where there were 
enemies to overcome. He was not look- 
ing for an easy place. 

While Joshua lived, things went well 
with Israel. They had to fight their en- 
emies, but the Lord was with them, and 


they served God and remembered His 
commandments. (Put in the fall of 
Jericho here, if you wish.) But after 


Joshua died and the men who had served 
with him, the people forgot God and 
went with the wicked people that lived 
in Canaan, and began to worship their 
heathen gods. God had told them to 
drive these people out and destroy them, 
but they only half obeyed. When peo- 
ple, even children, only halfway obey 
God, they always get into trouble, and 
Israel did. These people they had left 


in Canaan, one after another of their 
nations, fought with Israel and made 


them to be their servants. And just like 
naughty children, when they got into 
trouble, then they called on God for 
help. Over and over the Lord raised 
up men to deliver them. They would 
worship God for a few years, and then 
they would be worshiping idols again. 
Seven times this happened. We know 
very little about most of these men who 
were called Judges, but the children 
will remember Gideon. 

You can tell his story with a picture 
of a trumpet, a lamp, and an empty 
pitcher. 

Samson is the other judge the children 
will remember. You can probably get 
a picture of Samson pulling down the 
temple of Dagon. You can tell the story 
of his shorn hair, and make it clear that 
his strength left him because his long 
hair was the sign of his vow, his prom- 
ise to God. He was a Nazarite. Samson 
is a tragic picture of the person who 
could be mighty for the Lord, but is 
kept from it by sin. 

The people were in a_ sad condition, 
with Eli as the priest —a good man, but 
one that let his wicked sons do as they 
pleased— when Samuel comes on the 
scene. First we see his mother, Hannah, 
praying for a son; and she promises if 
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God will send her a son, she will give 
him to the Lord all his life. God sent 
her Samuel, and as soon as he was old 
enough to leave her side, she took him 
to the of the Lord and left him 
with Eli. One of the favorite stories of 
the Bible with many children is that of 
God calling Samuel. Some of ycur class 
will help you tell it.

mastery. Those who look down upon 
us from yonder heavens are described 
as ‘so great a cloud of witnesses.’ These 
compass us about Thousands upon 
thousands, who have run this race be- 
fore, and have attained their crowns, 
behold us from their heavenly seats, 
and mark how we behave ourselves. 
This race is worth running, for the eyes 
of ‘the nations of them which are saved’ 
are fixed upon us. This is not a hole- 
and-corner business, this running for 
the great prize. Angels, and principal- 
ities, powers, and hosts redeemed by 
blood, have mustered to behold the glo- 
rious spectacle of men agonizing for 
holiness, and putting forth their utmost 
strength to copy the Lord Jesus. Ye 
that are men, now run for it! If there 
be any spiritual life and _ gracious 
strength in you, put it forth today: for 
patriarchs and prophets, saints, martyrs, 
and the apostles look down from Heaven 
upon you.” (Sermon on Hebrews 12:1, 2;

Carrying on in Kenya 


EAVING Mwingi on a week's 
safari, a consecrated missionary 
writes: “We drove until noon, stop- 
ping at a government camp to eat our 
lunch. Soon the men and girls working 
on a dam gathered, about a hundred of 
them, listening to the Kikamba records, 
Then the Word was read and David, 
our evangelist, explained the way of 
Salvation. At the close, in spite of some 
ridicule and laughter, eight young men 
said they wanted to believe in Christ, 


“At the next location, two men 
gave us a real welcome, then beat a 
piece of iron for a bell and the people 
started coming. We took organ, gramo- 
phone and flannelboard into the little 
church, not more than 16’x 25’ of space. 
When the building was already full, 
children commenced coming in and we 
later learned the Government school 
nearby dismissed for the meeting. Al- 
most every available inch of floor was 
occupied and we really had a wonderful 
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lishing and conducting ‘truly Biblical missions among al 
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time. We sang, played the Kakamba 
records and proclaimed Christ as the 
alone offering for sin. When we gave 
the invitation, the leader of the group 
had to tell the many who stood to sit 
down, as we wanted them to stand one 
at a time to accept Christ as their 
Savior. We counted thirty. The people 
asked when we would come again.” 


In another out-of-the-way heathen 
community, a remarkable little indig- 
enous church developed largely through 
the witness of one Christian man. This 
energetic and thriving little group has 
started its own “bush” school for its 
children who have no other opportunity 
of learning to read, write and figure. 
They have built a small temporary build- 
ing of their own and have opened up a 
road ten miles long so that cars may 
reach the area. Now they seek connec- 
tion with our mission. What an excel- 
lent example they have set for others! 


nations.”’ Write 
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easy for the Greek word meaning ‘eye- 
witness’ to be used, but it is significant 
that it is not found. It has been tempt- 
ing to many writers to speak of our race 
being run in an arena surrounded by 
spectators, as though those who have 
passed on before are still interested in 
our welfare.

partment furnished $60 for the support of 
two leper children, for which each re- 
ceived a “Life Saver” certificate fur- 
nished by the mission. 

Recently the needs of China have been 
emphasized, and the members of one 
class, which had been filling a bank as 
a class project, requested individual 
banks. The idea proved so popular that 
now every member of the department 
has been provided with his own cylin- 
der fastened with a paper seal. When 
the bank is filled and returned to the 
missionary chairman, it is made a mat- 
ter of special note during the five-min- 
ute talk. At the end of the service, the 
bank, newly-sealed and marked with the 
number of the issue, is returned to the 
owner. Metal disks inscribed with Bible 
verses are the rewards of those who turn 
in filled banks, and small, round gold 
stickers are placed on a chart after their 
names, 

In the prayer time, opportunity is 
given for individual requests when peti- 
tions for various missionaries, the leper 
children, the hungry Chinese boys and 
girls, the orphans, and others are often 
voiced. 

In both class work and the church 
service, emphasis is continually placed 
on the privileges we enjoy as Christians 
in a free land—opportunity to learn 
about the Saviour of men—the Lord 
Jesus Christ; the open Bible; the free- 
dom which is ours to worship God in 
the church of our choice, as contrasted 
with the darkness, ignorance, and con- 
straint of many lands; and the obligation 
that this imposes to go into all the world 
with the Good News. 

By utilizing every means and every 
opportunity, we try to open the eyes of 
the hearts of our boys and girls to the 
need of the world for Christ the Sav- 
iour, and to an appreciation of the 


heroic men and women who are meeting 
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that need — looking forward to the day 
when these children will be choosing 
their life paths.

scribed in the Bible as endowed with 
some peculiar gifts that enabled them to 
trust and serve God in ways that we 
today cannot. Sometimes we think that 
if we could only have met and talked 
with the Lord Jesus, or could have 
known men who were His disciples, it 
would have been easier to follow Him. 
Not so. God has made available to us 
today every opportunity and grace that 
these early believers enjoyed. Peter, in 
speaking of the gift of the Holy Spirit, 
said to the crowd that gathered on the 
day of Pentecost, “For the promise is 
unto you, and to your children, and to 
all that are afar off, even as many as 
the Lord our God shall call” (Acts 2: 
39). Have you heard His call and have 
you believed, then you may draw upon 
every resource for growth and useful- 
ness that was available to Peter and Paul 
and the other believers of the early 
church,

The Possibility ——Do you perhaps think 
that your weakness or sinfulness makes 
it impossible for God to use you as He 
did the saints of old? Listen to Paul 
say, “We also are men of like passions 
with you” (Acts 14:15); and again, “And 
he [God] said unto me, my grace is 
sufficient for thee: for my strength is 
made perfect in weakness” (2 Cor. 12:9); 
and yet again, “But where sin abounded, 
grace did much more abound: that as 
sin hath reigned unto death, even so 
might grace reign through righteousness 
unto eternal life by Jesus Christ our 
Lord” (Rom. 5:20, 21).

The Responsibility—But God has not 
only made available the grace and en- 
dowment we need for full discipleship 
today, and made it possible for us to be 
cleansed and used, He has faced us with 
the same responsibility for service and 
witnessing as confronted the early be- 
lievers. In His great intercessory prayer 
in John 17, the Lord Jesus said that 
He was sending His disciples into the 
world “even as thou hast sent me” (vy. 
18), and He continued, “Neither pray I 
for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their word; 
that they all may be one” (vs. 20, 21). 
This oneness was to be not only in 
spirit and sympathy and fellowship but 
in commission. Hence, in our Scripture 
portion for this week, when we read, 
“But ye shall receive power .. . and 
ye shall be witnesses” (Acts 1:8), the 
Lord had in mind not only the immediate 
group that stood about Him on the Mount 
of Olives, but all believers down through 
the ages, and you and me today. 
gee 
What are we going to do about it? 
True, we are not all equipped alike. 
Some of us may have handicaps or re- 
sponsibilities that make it absolutely im- 
possible for us at present to enter full- 
time service for Christ. Are we 
accepting these as inevitable, and failing 
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to ask God to show us how we can be 
used in spite of handicaps or impossi- 
bilities? Some of us may not have the 
qualifications that would make it pos- 
sible for us to preach the Word as did 
Peter or Paul. Are we letting God use 
the simple gifts we have? 
we 

God has uses for all kinds of vessels. 
Some are privileged to be used in places 
of honor and where men will see them 
and praise them. Others, equally useful, 
are seldom seen or praised. But all 
have one common factor — they must be 
emptied of self before they can be filled 
to overflowing with His Spirit. Are you 
willing to let Him empty you, and then 
fill you and use you wherever He wills? 
You may be cne hundred per cent use- 
ful, in the particular place He has for 
you, if you are willing to be so used.

Jungle Doctor’s Enemies. Jungle Doc- 
tor Series No. 5. By Paul White. (Pater- 
noster Press, Ludgate House, Londopg, 
E. C. 4; 3/6.) Another of the famous 
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“Jungle Doctor Series” tells of the cour- 
ageous and unfaltering battle that an 
African missionary hospital staff waged 
against a measles epidemic. The treat- 
ment that this common child ailment 
receives among the natives results in 
blindness, or death by pneumonia, for 
most of the children, and hundreds per- 
ish. The ingenuity and skill of the de- 
voted native helpers, and the amusingly 
resourceful methods of meeting emer- 
gencies would be highly entertaining to 
the staff of a modern hospital. The real 
hero is a young blind boy, who had lost 
his sight in a previous epidemic. Having 
learned of the Saviour who gave Him- 
self for his redemption, he determines to 
give his life that others might learn of the 
Saviour and be saved. Because darkness 
and light were both alike to him, and he 
knew every step in the invisible path, 
he was able to lead the doctor and his 
party out of grave danger in the inky 
blackness of the forest. Night after night 
he eluded the enemy vigilance and car- 
ried sick children on his back from the 
native villages to the hospital. It is a 
story of humble but almost unequaled 
heroism, and all done for the love of 
Christ, 


Bible Lessons for Juniors, Book 1. By 
Andrew Vander Veer. (Baker Book 
House, Grand Rapids 6, Mich., 75 cents 
each, $7.50 a dozen, decorated heavy 
paper cover.) This first of a series of four 
contains twenty-eight lessons taken from 
the Pentateuch. There is a Bible story 
attractively presented, a set of questions 
and answers; two exercises— “True or 
false” and “Blanks to be filled”; a mem- 
ory verse; prayer; and “Suggestive 
Thoughts” for discussion. The book 
could be used by both teacher and pupil 
in the class. Three other books are in 
preparation for the series, twenty-eight 
lessons in each, on the remainder of the 
Old Testament, the Gospels, and Acts. 
The book is well printed, and contains 
eighty-eight pages. It is suitable for 
work with children in the home, or mis- 
sion, or the Sunday school. 


Stories of Christian Living. Edited by 
J. Edward Lantz. (Association Press, 
New York 7; $2.50.) These eighteen short 
stories, which have been collected from 
various periodicals, reflect many differ- 
ent situations and problems in home and 
school and society. Each is accompanied 
by a brief sketch of the writer and a 
suggestion of the character and purpose 
of the story. The editorial arrangement 
of the work is good and attractive. It 
would appear to many readers, however, 
that the title is somewhat of a misnomer, 
inasmuch as the writers seem to have 
studiously avoided or omitted anything 
distinctively “Christian.” The single ex- 
ception to this is a very fine story, “Many 
Are the Brave,” where a godly, old New- 
foundland fisherman, lost on an ice floe, 
gives a moving testimony to his Chris- 
tian faith.
